requirements of aerodromes and to learn from the admir- 
able continental and American examples shown in the 
exhibition. 


The R.I.B.A. was honoured by having at its Annual 
Dinner this year three of His Majesty's Ministers of State 

The Home Secretary, The Minister of Health, and the 
Minister of Transport—all of whom are closely con- 
cerned with matters of interest and importance to archi- 
tects, and all of whom have had in recent months these 
matters very prominently before them. It was natural, 
therefore, that more than passing references should have 
been made to the Registration Act, the County and Town 
Planning Bill, and the problems of Waterloo Bridge and 


London traflic—references which helped give a particular 


interest to the many excellent speeches. ‘The beautiful 
Byrd grace sung by the choristers of St. Lawrence Jewry 
also helped to make the dinner a particularly memorable 


occasion. 


Anyone who chances to enter the Ideal Home Exhibition 
at Olympia by *“*The National Hall’ gets an architectural 
shock from which it is difficult to recover. for the Hall, given 
up to what is called **A Tudor Village,” strikes a blow at any 
modern movement. For some years there has been talk of con- 
trolling the designs of the houses on our countryside, but, as 
long as there is a demand for such a ‘*village’’ in an exhibition 
such as this, the larger scheme seems hopeless! The first floor 
of the “Empire Hall ” contains, however, some interesting and 
refreshing relief. The Architectural Association has undertaken

the decoration of a series of rooms by various members, and 
one feels at once a sense of quality which should bring credit to 
the profession and assist in the education of the general public. 


hough each of these rooms is designed by a different archi- 
tect in what we might call different grades of modernity, they 
make a harmonious suite without any feeling of violent contrast 
Mr. Knapp-Fisher’s sitting-room gives at once the impression 
of physical and mental comfort; there is no apparent striving 
after effect. The very pleasant tone of the “white mahogany” 
panelling makes an excellent groundwork to the well thought 
out curtains and rugs. The equipment is a good example of 
modern taste, well designed and well made, and with no 
strident note about it. The entrance hall, by Mr. C. H. James, 
is quiet, dignified and empty, as an entrance hall should be. 
The main point of interest is the black marble architrave to 
the double doors leading into the sitting-room. On the other 
side is the dining-room. designed by Mr. Grey Wornum. 
Chis, paradoxically enough, strikes a more violent modern note 
with its faintiv Egyptian flavour. The walls are skilfully 
panelled in plywood. with decorations charmingly handled by 
Mrs. Wornum. ‘The back yard, by Mr. Bucknell, is gay and 
cheerful, but whether it would remain so in actual position is 
doubtful. Nevertheless, it is a delightful piece of exhibition 
design. The interesting feature of this stand is that. broadly 
speaking. all the furniture, crockery, fittings, etc., have been 
designed by members of the architectural profession. 


Across the way from the Architectural Association’s stand is 
another “Exhibition Feature,” **The Two-In-One Rooms,” 
by Mrs. Darcy Braddell. Mrs. Braddell has had a good deal to 
do with architecture, and obviously she has a great sense of 
colour. The five rooms on this stand are, practically speaking, 
all bed-sitting-rooms for various people, including the baby. 
except one which is the kitchen-dining room. The theme 
played throughout is, quite properly, that of the recess; the 
only room in which it has not been used is in the kitchen-dining 
room. All the rooms are well designed, compact, and eminently 
“livable,” and Mrs. Braddell achieves real distinction in the 
bedroom-boudoir. 


One more exhibit in this group is that of the flat furnished 
for £100. Mr. Yerbury has been very shrewd in his purchases. 
and has not tried to get furniture which looks more expensive 
than it is. One or two of the rooms look a little bare, but, 
under the circumstances, that is inevitable. The Daily Mail is 
to be congratulated in embarking on these new features in these 
bad times, and it is to be hoped that they will go yet further to 
bring the profession still more into touch with this annual 
exhibition.

During the official year since the last Annual General Meeting 124 Fellows, 201 Associates, and 274 Licen- 
tiates have been admitted, as against 109 Fellows, 195 Associates, and 476 Licentiates in the previous year. 

Of the 1,686 Fellows whose names appear in the current Register, 731, or 42 per cent., were elected from the 
Associate Class; 382, or 23 per cent., were elected from the Licentiate Class after examination; 195, or 12 per 
cent., were elected without examination, under the conditions which existed before the grant of the Charter of 
1909; 180, or II per cent., were admitted under the Charter of 1925; 94, or 6 per cent., were elected under 
Section IV, Clause 4c (ii) of the Charter of 1925; and 104, or 6 per cent., were elected by the Council under the 
powers contained in Clause 2 of the Charter of 1909. Of the 2,817 members of the Associate Class, 1,990, or 
71 per cent., have been elected since the date of the Armistice. Of the 2,412 Licentiates 844, or 35 per cent., 
were admitted under the Charter of 1909, 850, or 35 per cent., under the Charter of 1925, and 718, or 30 per 
cent., under the Bye-Laws of 1930. 

The Allied There are now 30 Allied Societies with 32 branches in Great Britain and Ireland, and 18 Allied 
Societies. Societies with 17 branches in the Dominions and Colonies overseas. ‘The membership of the Allied 
Societies, as given in the current Register, has now reached a total of 7,257, including 3,528 members of the Royal 
Institute. The membership of the Architectural Association is now 1,969, including 899 members of the Royal 
Institute. The membership of the Association of Architects, Surveyors and Technical Assistants is now 780, 
including 139 members of the Royal Institute.

Commencing at Sunderland, where 13,000 people 
visited the Exhibition in a month, these posters were then shown at Derby and seen by over 4,000. From 
Derby the Exhibition went to Leeds for eleven days where 5,700 people visited it—the remarkably high average 
of 515 per day—and from there to Stoke-on-Trent (6,500 visitors in 19 days), Hull, Leicester (about 4,000 
people in a fortnight), Birkenhead, and finally to Aberdeen. 

The Modern Transport Exhibition is proving even more successful. Containing 371 photographs of 
aerodromes, bridges, canals, power stations, garages, railway stations, ships, vehicles, etc., this Exhibition was 
opened by Mr. H. G. Wells, at the Institute on 21 April 1931, and at the end of the prescribed month nearly 
2,000 signatures were in the attendance book—an average daily attendance of 72. The Exhibition was then 
despatched to Hull, where in a month no less than 7,502 people—or 250 per day—passed through the 
turnstiles. At Sunderland, 12,726 persons visited the Exhibition in a month and these photographs have since 
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been shown at Plymouth, Exeter, Leicester, Nottingham, York, Birmingham and Derby. The Exhibition is 
to visit Bristol and Glasgow in the near future. 
It is safe to assume, therefore, that these two Exhibitions alone have been seen by well over 100 000

A joint Committee was formed composed of representatives of the 

re R.I.B.A., the Architectural Association, the Association of Architects Surveyors and Technical 

Assistants, the Architects’ Benevolent Society and the London Society with the President of the 

R.I.B.A. as Chairman, and Mr. Maurice Webb as Vice-Chairman, to collect funds and organise relief work. 

rhe results of the Unemployment Committee’s activities have been reported in the JOURNAL, together 

with the names of the subscribers and donors to the relief fund, and it is satisfactory to report that it has been 

possible for the Committee to provide work for those in most urgent need of help. The Council made a 
donation of £500 from R.I.B.A. funds to inaugurate the relief fund. 

With regard to the larger question of unemployment amongst building operatives and workers in the 
manufacture of building materials, the R.I.B.A. took a prominent part in organising a deputation to the 
Minister of Health on 4 February, when all sections of the industry were represented and the Government were 
urged to take steps to relieve the acute situation which had arisen. The President of the R.I.B.A. presented the 
deputation’s case to the Minister and a report of the proceedings was published in the JouRNAL of 20 February 
1932. 
The various bodies concerned are considering what further action should be taken to encourage both 
local authorities and private enterprise to go ahead with their postponed building schemes. It is gratifying 
to note that the Prime Minister has on several occasions urged the importance to the nation of wise spending 
as opposed to indiscriminate cutting down of useful work. 

The Form The new Form of Contract was issued for use on the 21 July 1931, when all existing forms were 
of Contract §=9withdrawn from publication. A Joint Tribunal has been set up to consider the working of the 

new Form, and to report on any criticisms and suggestions which may be received. It is fair 
to assume from the negligible number of criticisms received up to date that the Form is working satisfactorily 


and well. 


Report of the Board of Architectural Education 


Since the last Annual Report the Board have held four meetings, the Officers of the Board have held 
nine meetings, the Examinations Committee, the Schools Committee, and the Prizes and Scholarships Com- 
mittee have held five, three and three meetings respectively. 

Mr. W. H. Ansell, M.C., was elected Chairman, Mr. A. H. Moberly, M.A. Cantab. (Chairman of the 
Examinations Committee), Professor T. Harold Hughes (Chairman of the Schools Committee), and Mr. W.S. 
Purchon, M.A. (Chairman of the Prizes and Scholarships Committee), were elected Vice-Chairmen, and 
Mr. T. A. Darcy Braddell, Hon. Secretary. 

The Development of the Recognised Schools of Architecture—The Board again wish to emphasise the develop- 
ment of the Recognised Schools of Architecture. The encouragement of these Schools by the R.I.B.A. has 
been continued to the fullest possible extent during the past year, and it is satisfactory to report that, including 
those overseas, there are now sixteen recognised for exemption from the Final and Intermediate Examinations 
and twelve recognised for exemption from the Intermediate Examination only. The number of students in 
attendance totals 1,885.

R.I.B.A. Athens Bursary.—The Bursary, which was instituted by the Council in 1929, is offered annually 
for award to a member of the teaching staff of a Recognised School of Architecture to enable him to study 
at Athens. 

The 1931 Bursar was Mr. Joseph Addison [A.] (Headmaster of the School of Architecture, Leeds College 
of Art). 

On his return from Greece Mr. Addison presented a report of his visit. This report has been deposited 
inthe R.I.B.A. Library, and presentation copies have been sent by Mr. Addison to the Libraries of the British 
School at Athens and of the London Office of the British School at Athens. 

The 1932 Bursary has been awarded to Mr. E. R. F. Cole, B.Arch. [F.] (Liverpool School of Architecture, 
University of Liverpool). 

The Henry L. Florence Bursary —The Council have approved the scheme drawn up by the Board for the 
Bursary generously founded by Mr. H.S. E. Vanderpant as a memorial to the late Mr. Henry L. Florence. 

The scheme provides for a Bursary of £360 to be offered for award in alternate years to a member of the 
R.L.B.A. 

The Bursar will be required to spend a period of not less than six months in studying the Greek and 
Hellenistic Architecture of the Mediterranean Basin with a view to making available for Architects, from an 
architectural standpoint, the results of the more recent archeological researches. 

The Rome Scholarship in Architecture, British School at Rome-—The Council continue to furnish the sum 
necessary for the provision of the Rome Scholarship in Architecture. 

Publication of the Work of the Rome Scholars in Architecture and R.I.B.A, (Henry Jarvis) Students —The Board 
prepared a scheme for this publication, but agreed with the Council that further consideration of the matter 
should be deferred for twelve months. 

In the meantime, the Board are endeavouring to ascertain the probable demand for the volume. 

The Maintenance Scholarships.—The award was announced in July 1931 of the Artists’ General Benevolent 
Institution Maintenance Scholarship and of the Ralph Knott Memorial Maintenance Scholarship tenable at 
the Architectural Association School of Architecture. 

In addition, the renewal was announced for a further year each of three R.I.B.A. Maintenance Scholar- 
ships. 
The scheme, which was started in 1926, has now assisted fourteen students to take courses at the Recog- 
nised Schools of Architecture. 

The Scholarships are of a maximum value of £100 per annum. 

_ The Maintenance Scholarships Fund has only a small Capital and is dependent upon annual subscrip- 
ulons. As in the past, the Allied Societies have subscribed generously to this Fund.

Public Lectures on Architecture—Public Lectures on Architecture were arranged jointly with the Literature 
Standing Committee and two sets of lectures were given during the Session.

Saturday, 24 October 1931. Lecturer: Mr. A. S. G. Butler, F.R.I.B.A., ‘“Tendencies in Very Modern 
Buildings.’’ Chairman: Sir Richard Paget, Bart., Hon. A.R.I.B.A. 

Saturday, 31st October 1931. Lecturer: Mr. H. B. Creswell, F.R.1.B.A., ““The Uses of an Architect.” 
Chairman: Mr. Charles Marriott, Hon. A.R.I.B.A. 

The lectures were well attended. 

In the Christmas holidays a series of three lectures for boys and girls was given by Mr. E. R. Jarrett | 1.] 
on the subject of: 

Houses and Homes: 
‘1) Homes of the Ancients. (2) Medieval and Renaissance Homes. (3) Homes of the Moderns. 
These lectures were so well attended that the Institute will clearly be well-advised in continuing this work of 
education. 

Exhibitions.—The Exhibition of the Architecture of Modern Transport arranged by the Exhibition Sub- 
Committee was opened by Mr. H. G. Wells on 21 April 1931 in the Institute Galleries. After remaining open 
there for four weeks it is now making a tour of the chief provincial cities. Figures of attendances for nearly all 
sessions of the exhibition have been compiled and so far show a total of upwards of 30,000. Arrangements 
have been made to continue the tour of this exhibition to further centres. 

The Exhibition of Architectural Travel Posters, arranged by the Exhibition Sub-Committee was held 
from 12 to 27 February 1931, in the Institute Galleries. It is now successfully touring the provinces and so 
far has been visited by more than 45,000. 

Future Exhibitions —These travelling exhibitions have been so successful that the Exhibition Sub- 
Committee has prepared a memorandum outlining a comprehensive scheme for organising future 
exhibitions. This is being considered by the Art Standing Committee. 

The Control of Elevations and the Town and Country Planning Bill—-A memorandum submitted by the 
Secretary of the $.C.A.P.A. Society, after consideration by the Art Standing Committee was signed by the 
President on behalf of the R.I.B.A 

The Criticism of Buildings.—A resolution was passed recommending that in all appropriate cases the designs 
for new buildings should be submitted to the Royal Fine Art Commission. A statement to this effect was 
submitted to and has been issued by the Council for publication in the Institute Journal and professional press. 
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The Royal Gold Medal.—The recommendation of the Committee for the award of the Royal Gold Medal, 

1932. was adopted by the Council. 

~The London Architecture Medal——The arrangements under which the award of the London Architecture 
Medal has been made have been altered by the Committee in consultation with the Medal Jury so as to 
ensure that all eligible buildings come up for consideration. 

{rt and Industry Exhibitions —The Board of Trade having set up an Art and Industry Committee under the 
Chairmanship of Lord Gorell, invited the Institute to submit a memorandum of their views on exhibitions. 
This was drawn up by the Committee and approved and despatched by the President. 

Village Halls —Members of the Committee in their individual capacities have continued to advise the 
National Council of Social Service as to the suitability of designs for Village Halls. 

Overhead Electrification Schemes.—Arising out of an appeal to safeguard the beauty of Lavenham, Suffolk, 
the Council, on the recommendation of the Committee, have made representations to the Government 
Departments concerned asking them to do everything in their power to prevent overhead electrification 
schemes from interfering with the amenities of country towns.

The following were elected the Officers of the Committee: Chairman, Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel; 
Vice-Chairman, Mr. J. Murray Easton; Hon. Secretaries, Mr. D. Theodore Fyfe and Mr. A. S. G. Butler. 

General.—The General work of the Library during the past year can be divided into two parts. First is 
the normal conduct of the Loan and Reference sections of the Library, the work of which has continued to 
increase, as may be seen from the statistics at the end of this report. As usual the chief difficulty has been 
that of keeping pace with the demand and of working efficiently in severely cramped quarters. The second 
part of the work of the Library has been one of preparation for the move to new premises. A programme 
of classification, recataloguing and clearance has been prepared so that the move may be made smoothly to a 
new Library organised on the best possible system. 

The New Premises —The programme for the New Premises was issued in April 1931, and the designs were 
received by March 31 this year. The R.I.B.A. Library was allotted space which should prove adequate to 
allow reasonable expansion in the future and to increase the present efficiency considerably. 

Cataloguing and Classification.—W ork on the cataloguing of the drawings has proceeded as fast as possible. 
The Librarian and Mr. Roberts, cataloguing assistant to the Library, held several meetings with Mr. Hope 
Bagenal, Librarian to the Architectural Association, and his assistant to decide on the most suitable form of 
classification and having in view the needs of both the A.G.R.C. and the R.I.B.A. Library, an expansion of 
the Universal Decimal system of Classification was adopted. This has been completed with the assistance 
of Mr. B. R. Leftwich, Archivist of the Customs, and Mr. E. Lancaster Jone s, Deputy Librarian of the Science 
Library, secretary of the British Society of International Bibliography. ‘The expansion will soon, it is hoped, 
be submitted to the Institut International de Bibliographie. 

Binding.—The bindings of many of the books in the Reference Library being in a serious state of dis- 
repair, a policy of gradual rebinding spread over three years was adopted and a special grant obtained for 
the purpose; some 50 volumes have already been bound under this scheme by Messrs. Weeks. 
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Box Files.—About ninety box-files of plates collected from the principal English architectural pa ers 
have been added to the Library. The files are arranged according to types of buildings and are kept u)) to 
date. Special shelves have been built to hold them. 

Partition in Front Library.—A partition has been built to divide off one part of the front Library to for), an 
office for the Architects’ Benevolent Society. 

R.I.B.A. Journal.—The meetings of the sub-committee appointed to consider changes in the Jou: nat 
continued to meet until the final scheme was accepted by the Council in July. The first number of the new 
JourRNAL incorporating the changes appeared on November 7, in which number the changes were summarised 
and described. 

Book Lists.—At the request of the Board of Moderators of the Board of Architectural Education, who have 
hitherto compiled the list, the librarian revised the list of Books recommended to Students in the Kalendar. 
the title was changed to ‘‘ A Selected List of Books on Architectural Subjects ’’ and its scope was con- 
siderably widened. The list of Architectural Books circularised by the National Book Council was also revised 
by the Committee and the R.I.B.A. granted £5 towards the cost of its production. 

Exhibitions. —Several exhibitions of drawings from the R.I.B.A. collection have been held in the 
Galleries. On the occasions of the dinner to celebrate the passing of the Registration Bill and the President’s 
Inaugural Address, miscellaneous original drawings were exhibited. An exhibition of the drawings by C. R. 
Cockerell and F. P. Cockerell, presented by Mrs. Henry Noel and Mrs. Dames Longworth was held in 
February and there was also a loan exhibition of drawings by the late Mr. W. R. Lethaby. 

Public Lectures.—A programme of public lectures has been drawn up by a Joint Sub-Committee of the 
Art and Literature Standing Committees. It is proposed that a series of lectures be held in February and 
March 1933, on Wednesdays at 6 p.m. 

Architectural Graphic Records Committee—In the last Annual Report it was stated that the R.I.B.A. had 
agreed to house the Index to be compiled by this Committee. Application to the Carnegie Trustees for a grant 
unfortunately proved unsuccessful, but it has been found possible to start the work with two members of the 
Institute who are receiving salaries from the Architects’ Unemployment Fund. One of these members is 
engaged on the indexing of drawings in the R.I.B.A. Library, the other on drawings in London collections 
outside the R.I.B.A. The expansion of the Universal Decimal system is to be used. The R.I.B.A. is repre- 
sented on the A.G.R.C. by Mr. F. H. Mansford [F.] and Mr. W. T. Creswell [ Hon. A.] as members elected by 
the Literature Committee, and by the Librarian as a co-opted member. 

Sessional Papers.—The Committee made a number of suggestions for Sessional Papers for the next Session. 

Annual Library Supplement.—Publication of the Annual Supplement to the JouRNAL giving accessions to 
the Library was discontinued. Since all accessions are now fully reported in the JoURNAL as they occur, it was 
felt that the Supplement would be redundant. The money so saved (between £80 to £90 a year) is to be 
invested as the nucleus of a fund to be used possibly for the publication of a catalogue. 

Presentations—Among the books were 66 works, mostly folios, presented by Mr. Arnold Stevenson. 
Some 30 works were added to the Library and the remainder were given, with the consent of the donor, to the 
Architectural Schools of Bristol, Leeds, Leicester and Southend. 

The Institute of Japanese Architects presented their publication, “‘ The History of Japanese Architecture.” 

Mr. George Elkington [F.] presented two books, one of them being a rare volume of engravings of 
Roman palaces by Ferrerio and Falda, entitled ‘‘Palazzi di Roma de piu celebri architetti; libro primo. 
Nuovi disegni dell’ architetture, e piante: libro secondo” published at Rome about 1683. 

Among other donations, books were received from Miss I’Anson, The Technological Museum, Sydney, 
N.S.W., Mr. A. B. Hayward [Z.], Mr. R. T. Kennedy and Mr. H. A. Legge [A.]. ro 

Outstanding additions were made to the drawings collection by Mrs. Henry Noel who presented 17 
drawings by C. R. Cockerell, R.A., 22 drawings by F. P. Cockerell and two drawings by Edward Lear and 
by Mrs. Dames Longworth who presented a drawing by C. R. Cockerell and four drawings by F. P. Cockerell. 

'Mrs. Dames Longworth also presented the stick of Chinese ink used by C. R. Cockerell. Most of these draw- 
ings were exhibited in the Galleries for a fortnight in February 1932. 

Mrs. Henry Noel also lent to the Institute C. R. Cockerell’s famous water-colour, ‘‘The Tribute to Sir 
Christopher Wren,” which was hung in the Hall for two months.

New Form of Contract.—The new Form of Contract was duly approved and ratified by the Council under 
the provisions of Bye-law 38 and was issued for use on 21 July 1931, on which date all existing forms were with- 
drawn from circulation. A memorandum for the guidance of members in dealing with the new Form, 
together with some suggestions for regularising procedure in certain matters incidental thereto, was published 
in the JoURNAL of 11 July and copies can be obtained on application to the Secretary. A Joint Tribunal has 
been set up to consider and report on any cases of difficulty which may arise in connection with the working of 
the new Form and the following members have been appointed to represent the R.I.B.A. on this Tribunal:—

So far very few questions have been raised and it may be fairly assumed that the Form is working satisfactorily. 

Architectural Copyright—Counsel’s opinion on certain points on architectural copyright which did not 
appear to be covered by previous opinions received from Counsel was obtained on the recommendation of the 
Committee and published in the JouRNAL of 2 May 1931. 

Local Authorities and Private Bills—Certain Local Authorities’ and Private Bills were sent to the Com- 
mittee by the Parliamentary Agents and the points to which attention had been drawn were referred to the 
appropriate Committees or Allied Societies concerned for local action. 

Professional Conduct and Practice—The Committee have given careful consideration to the questions of pro- 
fessional advertising and the holding of directorships of companies by members of the R.I.B.A. and as a result 
of their deliberations the Council were recommended to make certain amendments in the Code of Professional 
Practice. The Council approved the Committee’s recommendations and the revised clauses of the Code were 
published in the JouRNAL of 6 February 1932. 

The Committee have dealt with a number of complaints regarding breaches of the Code and where neces- 
sary have made suitable recommendations to the Council for their consideration. 
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The Committee and their Officers have also advised members on many points of professional practice ind 
procedure. 

Scale of Professional Charges—The Committee continue to receive many questions regarding the interpre- 
tation of the Scale of Charges and the Committee or the Officers of the Committee are glad to be able to ad vise 


members whenever possible. It should be emphasised, however, that the Committee do not think it part of 


their duty to make up members’ accounts for them. 

The Committee cannot remind members too often of the importance of bringing the Scale to the notice 
of their clients at the outset of the job. If this constantly reiterated advice were followed more often a very 
large proportion of the difficulties and disputes which now arise would be avoided and, incidentally, the ( m- 
mittee and their Officers would not have to devote so large a proportion of their time to advising members 
who have failed to act on this common-sense advice. 

The Council have referred to the Committee a report from the Special Committee on the Scale of Charges 
upon the suggested deletion or amendment of the Conditions of Engagement which form part of the Scale of 
Charges. The matter is now under consideration. 

The Committee are frequently asked for a ruling as to whether an architect is entitled to include in the 
total on which he charges his percentage fee the amount of the quantity surveyor’s charges. ‘The Committee 
have hitherto always ruled that an architect is entitled to do so under the terms of the Scale of Charges and 
that the justification for this is that he has a considerable amount of work to do in instructing the Quantity 
Surveyor. 

Standard Form of Agreement between Architect and Client—The draft standard form of agreement for use 
between architect and client, drawn up by Mr. Watson, one of the Hon. Secretaries of the Committee, was 
duly approved by the Council and copies can be obtained on application to the Secretary. 

Architectural Competitions —The recommendations submitted jointly by the Practice and Competitions 
Committees for the amendment of the R.I.B.A. Competition Regulations were duly approved and ratified by 
the Council under the terms of Bye-law 38. The “Directions for Assessors’? and the Code of Professional Prac- 
tice were also revised to conform to the amended Regulations. 

The Licentiateship Declaration —On the recommendation of the Committee the Declaration to be signed by 
Licentiates on their election has been amended to bring it into line with that signed by newly-elected Fellows 
and Associates. 

Joint Committee of Architects and Quantity Surveyors.—At the invitation of the Chartered Surveyors’ Insti- 
tution a Joint Committee of Architects and Quantity Surveyors has been set up to consider and report on 
matters of mutual interest to the two professions.

Valuation of Damages in Ancient Light Disputes —By means of a note published in the JourNAL of 20 July 
1931, the Committee drew the attention of members to a new instrument for photographic surveying devised 
by Mr. John Swarbrick, and the Illumination Committee of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research have been invited to undertake an investigation of this and any other instruments devised for a like 


purpose. 


Infringement of Ancient Lights ——The Committee wish to emphasise the importance of making and pre- 
serving accurate records of ancient lights in any building which is about to be demolished and rebuilt if it 1s 
not intended to abandon these light [t is equally important to be able to prove exactly the portion of any 


ancient light that has been incorporated in the new lights of a new building. 

A note on the subject was published in the JouRNAL of 7 November 1931. 

Standards of Design for Small Houses.—At the request of the President, the Committee are considering the 
possibility of providing for the greater co-operation of architects with speculative builders in the design of 
small houses and an informal meeting has been held with representatives of the National Federation of House 
Builders at which the subject was freely discussed. It is hoped that it will be possible to provide some satisfac- 
tory medium through which architects will have a greater share in not only the design of small houses, but also 
in the laying out of estates. If this can be achieved a considerable step will have been taken towards the pur- 
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pose which the R.I.B.A. have so much at heart, viz., the preservation of the amenities of town and country- 
side 

)ffers of Commisston.—The Committee have had their attention drawn to circulars by tradesmen and 
others offering commission to architects for the introduction of business. The firms in question have been 
warned that members of the Royal Institute are not allowed to accept any discount, gift or commission from 
contractors or tradesmen and they have been asked to refrain from sending similar circulars to architects in 
future. 

The Registration of Architects in Shanghai.—The Committee received a complaint from members practising 
in Shanghai that the R.I.B.A. Diplomas of membership were not recognised by the Chinese authorities as 
entitling the holders to registration under certain local ordinances. On the recommendation of the Com- 
mitice, the Council took the matter up with the Foreign Office and it is understood that as a result of the 
representations made by the Foreign Office to the Chinese Government, the R.I.B.A. Diplomas are now 
recognised. 

The Use of the Affix of a Deceased Member of a Firm of Architects—The Committee had their attention called 
to cases in which, although the member in question might have been dead for some considerable time, the sur- 
viving partner or partners had continued to use the deceased member’s name with the R.J.B.A. affix on their 
notepaper, etc. 

On the recommendation of the Committee, the Council have published a ruling that in cases of this 
nature, the use of the affix of the deceased partner should be discontinued within a reasonable time and in any 
case within twelve months of the date of his death. 

Suggested New Form of Sub-Contract—The Committee have learned with interest that a new Form of Sub- 
Contract is being negotiated between Builders and Sub-Contractors. The Council have written to the negoti- 
ating parties that if the R.I.B.A. can be of any assistance in the negotiations the offices of the Practice Com- 
mittee are at their disposal. 

“The Architect and His Work.’”>—A recommendation from the Allied Societies’ Conference that the pam- 
phlet entitled ‘“The Architect and His Work” should be revised has been referred by the Council to the Prac- 
tice and Literature Committees for consideration and report, and the matter is now under consideration by a 
Sub-Committee of the Practice Committee.

Short reports of these visits and matter arising from them have been published 
in the JouRNAL, and through this channel the Committee has also drawn attention to the Station’s valuable 
annual report, its Science Abstracts, its general availability for information on any branch of building and 
last, but by no means least, those extremely useful answers to queries. ‘The publication of the latter in 
loose-leaf form with the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL appears to be very generally appreciated. 

British Standards Institution [he decision to broaden the scope of the work of the British Enginecring 
Standards Association rendered desirable a change in the title of this body, which is now broad enough to 
cover its intention to deal with other than engineering aspects of building. 

The Institution, at the Committee’s request, has appointed sub-committees to consider standardising: 

(a) Weights for building materials which can be adopted for data purposes. 

(6) Bitumastic damp courses, and 

(c) Definitions of fire resistance incombustibility and inflammability of building materials. 

Other proposals for Standard Specifications are under review, and the Committee will be glad to con- 
sider any further suggestions members may care to make.

Noise in Frame Buildings.—The Committee’s attention was drawn to correspondence in The Times on this 
subject. It was ascertained that the Building Research Station was considering the publication in the near 
future of a bulletin dealing with the matter. 

Orientation of Buildings.—It is hoped that the Sub-Committee’s report on this subject will be ready for 
final consideration this year. Fresh developments in kindred subjects and experiments with specially de- 
signed apparatus have necessarily delayed proceedings. 

Fulham Power Station—A Sub-Committee was appointed to consider the statement of the Electricity 
Commissioners on this proposal. It was finally decided not to offer any opposition but to press for periodical 
tests which would check the assumption that no deleterious effects would be occasioned to surrounding 
buildings by the products of combustion, and the appropriate Government Department was communicated 
with accordingly. al 

Visit to B.B.C. Building. —The Committee arranged a visit, which was well attended, to the above building 
during construction. Col. Val Myer and the Superintendent Engineer were most helpful in explaining the 
functions of the building and the methods adopted for sound proofing, heating, lighting and aerating. 

Fixed Fittings and Services in Science Buildings—An enquiry into these matters is being arranged with a 
view to preparing information useful to architects. Mr. Munby will report with regard to University 
buildings while Mr. Barnett and Mr. Munby have been nominated to serve on a committee on this subject 
formed by two technical associations with regard to other buildings. 

British Waterworks Association Interim reports have been received from Mr. H. D. Searles- Wood [F.] 
and Major C. F. Skipper [F.], the R.I.B.A. representatives on the British Waterworks Association. 

Metropolitan Water Board Bill—The Council, on the recommendation of the Committee, has supported 
proposals of the National Water Users’ Association for amendments to certain clauses of this Bill, which 
appeared to be unduly restrictive. 

Other Work of the Committee—The Committee has taken action on some other matters as follows: 

Subjects and authors for Sessional Papers have been suggested. 

The Illuminating Engineering Society’s reports on the Natural and Artificial Lighting of Schools were 
considered and reviewed in the JOURNAL. . 

Some excellent samples of British Guiana timbers were received and passed to the Architectural Associa- 
tion Bureau. — 

The report of the Lumbermen’s Association of East Africa was considered and a suitable descriptive 
note was published in the JouRNAL. 

An article on Empire Timbers which had appeared in a Bulletin of the Imperial Institute was con- 
sidered and reprinted in the JouRNAL. 

Scientific Books have been recommended for acquisition by the Library. ; 

Representatives were appointed to help in arranging the removal of test specimen building stones from 
the Geological Museum to suitable places on the roof of H.M. Office of Works. Photographs of these stones 
have been received and may be seen in the Library.

Major Anthony Muirhead, M.P., and Mr. A. G. MacDonald [A.] have resigned from the Committee 
during the session. 

The First (interim) Report of the Committee, printed in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL at the close of the 
session 1930-31, was subsequently published as a pamphlet* and distributed to all local authorities of all 
towns of over 20,000 inhabitants, to all Secretaries of joint town planning committees and of R.I.B.A. 
Allied Societies, etc., and to the daily, weekly and technical press, who gave it considerable publicity. Its 
recommendation that steps should be taken at once to reserve sites for an adequate number of future 
aerodromes under town planning powers has, in particular, been widely noticed. Considerable corres- 
pondence with individual local authorities has resulted from this publication. 

Work on the Committee’s Final Report is well advanced, and it is intended to publish it in book form in 
the course of the Session 1932-33. 

On behalf of the Committee and with the assistance of the R.I.B.A. Godwin and Wimperis Bursary, Mr. 
Dawbarn has made a tour of aerodromes in the United States, in the company of Mr. Norman, and has 
presented a valuable and fully illustrated report, which will be published in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL and 
subsequently incorporated in the Final Report. 

An article by the Secretary on ‘‘Some Aerodromes in Germany and Holland,” based on the reports of 
his two tours of inspection of continental airports during the Session 1930-31, was printed in the R.I.B.A. 
JourNAL in May 1931, and subsequently reprinted in pamphlet form* and distributed to local authorities 
and others interested in or contemplating aerodrome work. 

On behalf of the Committee, the Secretary made a further tour of inspection of continental aerodromes 
in August, 1931, and presented a report thereon. 

Mr. Pepler (Chairman), Lt.-Col. Shelmerdine, Mr. Norman and the Secretary were among the speakers 
at a dinner of the Architecture Club devoted to “Airports”? in December, 1931, and gave some account of the 
Committee’s work. The Secretary has further addressed the Annual Conference of the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England and lectured at the Birmingham Commercial College, and is to read an 
R.I.B.A. Sessional Paper on “‘Aerodromes”’ and to lecture at Cardiff during April 1932. 

Major Mealing addressed the Annual Conference of the Institution of Municipal and County Engineers 
at Birmingham in June 1931 on ‘“The Procedure for the Establishment and Maintenance of Aerodromes.” 
His paper was subsequently printed in the Institution’s Journal. 

The Committee has formed a travelling exhibition of photographs of aerodromes, which has been shown 
at the aerodrome club-rooms at Heston, Hamble, Hanworth and Bristol, at Bath (for the C.P.R.E. Annual 
Conference), at Birmingham (for the Municipal and County Engineers’ Annual Conference) and at Man- 
chester (for the Aero Exhibition). An enlarged exhibition will be shown in the R.I.B.A. Gallery in April 1932.

Report of the Architects’ and Operatives’ Joint Consultation 
Board 


The Board was established in June 1926, for the purpose of considering and reporting upon matters such 
as craftsmanship, education, apprenticeship, the question of interesting workmen in the design and planning 
of buildings, and upon other questions mutually affecting the interests of architects and building operatives 
(apart from the question of wage rates). 

The Board consists of six architects appointed by the Council of the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
and six representatives of the National Federation of Building Trades Operatives. The architect members 
are:

Apprenticeship.—The Board has practically completed its investigations upon the questions of apprentice- 
ship and training of craftsmen, and a comprehensive report on the subject is now in draft. It is hoped to submit 
this report for consideration at a Joint Meeting with the Architects’ and Builders’ Consultation Board at an 
early date. In view of the present unemployment in the building industry the Board considers the time 
peculiarly opportune for endeavouring to formulate and organise a really satisfactory scheme for the training 
of craftsmen. 


Report of the Architects’ Unemployment Committee 


A joint Committee called the ‘‘ Architects’ Unemployment Committee ’”’ was formed towards the end 
of the year of representatives of the Royal Institute of British Architects, the Architects’ Benevolent Society, 
the Association of Architects, Surveyors and Technical Assistants, the Architectural Association and the 
London Society with the President of the Institute as Chairman, to consider the problem presented by the 
numbers of architects who had lost employment as a result of the depression in the building industry. A 
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letter was issued to all members of the R.I.B.A. and its Allied Societies, the A.A. and the A.A.S.T.A., apy -al- 
ing for money to start a relief fund with the object of providing work of a suitable nature for the more dis- 
tressing cases of unemployment. A generous response was received in subscriptions and donations anc the 
Committee were able to place a number of men in work within a month of the launching of the sch: me. 
Although it has not been possible to find work for more than a quarter of those who have applied for it. the 
Committee are glad to be able to report that up to the present all the most urgent cases have been hel ed. 
The work is done through the London Society, the London Survey Committee, the Slum Clearance Com nit- 
tee recently appointed by the R.I.B.A., and the Graphic Records Committee. Measuring of old_ buildings 
is proceeding in Hampstead, Highgate, Bethnal Green, Chiswick, Edgware and Epping and zoning plans 
are being prepared for the whole of London with a view to the preparation of a plan to guide the future 
development of the city. Work has also lately been started on a topographical index of original drawings 
of London and the Slum Clearance Committee is surveying two typical areas to illustrate their economic 
development.

Competitions dealt with—During the period under review the Committee have dealt with 32 competitions. 

(1) In 28 cases the conditions have been satisfactory. 

(2) In two cases negotiations with promoters have resulted in the amendment of the conditions and 
the competitions have been held with the approval of the R.I.B.A. 

(3) In two cases the competitions were eventually abandoned. 

The Committee desire to remind members of the importance of notifying the Institute immediately when 
they hear that competitions are being promoted. Advice can then be given to the promoters at the outset 
and they can be guided on the right lines so as to ensure successful results. 

It sometimes happens that the Institute is notified when the competition is too far advanced to allow of 
negotiations with the promoters. In such cases it might have been possible, had the Committee known of the 
competitions at an earlier date, to ensure that the conditions were formulated in accordance with the R.I.B.A. 
Regulations. 

The Position and Duties of Assessors—The recommendations for the amendment of the Regulations which 
were submitted jointly by the Practice and Competitions Committees, were duly approved and ratified by 
the Council under the terms of Bye-law 38, and corresponding revisions were made in the “Directions for 
Assessors”? and the Code of Professional Practice to bring these documents into line with the amended 
Regulations. 

The Competition System.—At the request of the Council, the Committee considered and reported upon 
certain suggestions for the revision of the Regulations which had been submitted to the Council. The Com- 
mittee’s recommendations were approved by the Council. 

Postponement of Competitions—Owing to the national economic crisis certain competitions were held in 
abeyance and proposals were put forward in other cases for the abandonment or postponement of parts of the 
schemes. 

The Committee urged the Assessors concerned to ensure in all cases in which the conditions had been 
issued and competitors were already at work on their designs, that the competitions should be assessed on the 


conditions as originally issued. 
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Limited Competitions—The Committee observe a tendency on the part of members to forget that limited 
competitions now come within the scope of the R.I.B.A. Regulations, although in the case of small limited 
competitions where special circumstances may exist, modification of the Regulations may be approved by the 
Institute. 

It may be well to point out that the decision to bring limited competitions under the Regulations was 
made by means of a referendum in 1926, when an overwhelming majority of the members of the Institute 
recorded their votes in favour of the proposal. 

if members now agree to take part in limited competitions for which there are no proper conditions and 
for which no professional assessors are appointed, they are not only contravening the Code of Professional 
Practice but they are weakening the position of the Institute in the work which the Institute is doing to ensure 
fair and satisfactory results and to protect competitors’ interests.

The Advisory Committee are desirous of receiving assistance from bodies and persons 
interested in the matter, and I am to invite you to submit, in writing, for consideration by the Advisory Committee any suggestions which 
the Royal Institute of British Architects may have to make for the amendment of the Act. Such suggestions should be specific and accom- 
panied by a statement of the considerations on which they are based. The Advisory Committee have laid down a definite programme of 
procedure, and I am to ask that any suggestions which may be made should be submitted as soon as possible, but not later than the dates

I am to add that the Advisory Committee do not see their way to receive deputations from local authorities and technical and trade 


associations, many of which are represented on the Advisory Committee, although at a later stage it is possible that the Advisory Committee 
may decide to invite oral evidence, particularly with regard to the working of the Act.

The Committee have reviewed the whole of the 1930 London Building Act. 
Many comments and suggestions have been considered, and those adopted by the Committee have been 
forwarded to the London County Council. 
The Committee are now giving attention to the review of bye-laws and regulations which control London 
building, but are not in the text of the 1930 Act. 
The work has been divided amongst four Sub-committees, under the following headings:- 
(1) Grading of Buildings and Means of Escape in Case of Fire. 
(2) Streets, Public Health and Sanitation. 
(3) Administrative and Legal. 
(4) Regulations for Escalators, Lifts, etc. 
It is anticipated that the review will be completed by the end of May, and the final comments and suggestions 
will then be forwarded to the London County Council, for the consideration of the Advisory Committee. 
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Report of the R.I.B.A. Registration Committee 


The Committee’s last Report, published in the JouRNAL on 18 April 1931, brought the history of the Bill 
up to the eve of the Third Reading Debate, which took place in the House of Commons on 17 April 1 31. 
Since then progress has been reported from time to time in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL, and a complete history of 
the movement up to the time of the passing of the Act appeared in the JourNAL for 8 August 1931. The 

jommittee’s Report, therefore, must necessarily consist of a brief summary of what has already been made 
public, together with the latest information available regarding the operation of the Act. 

The Bill, as amended by Standing Committee A, received its third reading in the House of Commons on 
17 April 1931, and was sent up to the House of Lords, where it was presented by Lord Crawford, and further 
amendments of a verbal character were made by the Home Office, the object being to clarify the Bill and make 
the administrative machinery more workable. The Bill was given a third reading in the House of Lords on 
21 May 1931 and was sent down to the House of Commons, which accepted the Lords’ amendments, and the 
Royal Assent was given on 31 July 1931. The Act came into force on 1 January 1932, and the Home Secretary 
appointed the following persons on the Preparatory Committee under paragraph 4 in the first Schedule of the 
Act, the duties of which were to determine the matters specified in paragraph 4 of the First Schedule relating 
to the Constitution of the Council :—

The first meeting of the Architects’ Registration Council was held at the Royal Academy on Friday, 11 March 
1932, when Major Harry Barnes was appointed Chairman and Mr. Sydney Tatchell, Vice-Chairman, and a 
small Committee was set up to consider ways and means for the purpose of establishing the Register, which is 
due to be set up within six months of the passing of the Act. 

To mark the services rendered by the Ear] of Crawford and Balcarres, and Lt.-Col. T. C. R. Moore, who 
sponsored the Bill in the Houses of Lords and Commons respectively, they were entertained at dinner by the 
R.I.B.A. Council Dinner Club on 20 July 1931, when the members of the Registration Committee, supported 
by many other members of the R.I.B.A. and headed by the President, Dr. Raymond Unwin, gave a practical 
appreciation of the services rendered, by the presentation of a Parchment Record to Col. Moore, Lord 
Crawford and Major Harry Barnes, Chairman of the R.I.B.A. Registration Committee, and in addition the 
gift of a piece of plate to Col. Moore, who on 12 December 1931 was entertained by the architects of Ayrshire, 
when the President of the Royal Incorporation of Architects in Scotland, Mr. John Watson, headed the 
distinguished company assembled to do honour to Col. Moore. On this occasion he received a memento of a 
cigarette box made from one of the old oak foundation cradles of the Auld Brig of Ayr—a unique memento. 

It may be of interest to recall that during the progress of the Bill through the House of Commons 
Sir Clement Kinloch-Cooke, who first introduced the Bill, and was Chairman of the Select Committee, and 
Lt.-Col. T. C. R. Moore, who afterwards piloted the Bill through the third reading, were both made Honorary 
Associates of the R.I.B.A. 

The Committee report with great regret the unexpected death, on 4 May 1931, of one of its original 
members, Mr. E. J. Partridge, P.P.S.A., who had taken a very active part in the work; followed on 14 July 
1931, a few days after the passing of the Act, by the sudden death of Mr. W. A. Clark, of Messrs. John 
Kennedy and Co., the Royal Institute’s Parliamentary Advisers. It was chiefly due to Mr. Clark’s profe ssional 
skill in matters connected with Parliamentary procedure that the way was secured for the passage of the Bill 
through both Houses of Parliament. He rendered a great service to the R.I.B.A. and the profession, and was 
held in great esteem by all who knew him. 

So much attention has been directed to the details of the Act that other considerations have almost been 
lost sight of by those not immediately concerned with the promotion of the Act. Within the space of six years 
the Institute has completed a movement which has actively been going on in this country for nearly forty 
years, and has achieved the rare distinction of passing a Private Bill through the Legislature. This, in itself, 
is an event which probably does not occur more than once in twenty-five years, and the mere fact that the 
R.I.B.A. has achieved what was generally considered an impossible task will undoubtedly be of the greatest 
assistance to it in promoting other forms of legislation for the benefit of architecture and the building public. 
This is a point which should not be lost sight of by those who are not fully in sympathy with the Act in its 


present form.

Borough Engineers and Architects. —The Committee have had under consideration the question of the relative 
positions of salaried Architects and salaried Engineers and Surveyors. A report was prepared and approved 
by the Council and the matter is being considered further on the lines laid down in the report. 

Whole Time Officials and Private Work.—The subject of whole time Officials engaging in private practice 
has received the careful attention of the Committee. A report embodying the Committee’s views as to the 
principles which should be adopted has been prepared and submitted to the Council. 

The Fixing of Salaries in Public Appointments.—The attention of the Committee has been drawn to cases in 
which local authorities have advertised for temporary architectural assistants without stating in the adver- 
tisement the salary and terms of employment. 

On the recommendation of the Committee letters have been sent to the employing bodies concerned 
urging the desirability of giving these particulars in all advertisements for vacancies on architectural staffs. 

Departmental Committee on Local Government Officers.—The attention of the Committee having been drawn 
to the work of the Departmental Committee on Local Government Officers, a Sub-Committee was appointed 
to prepare a Memorandum of Evidence to be submitted to them. The Departmental Committee was set 
up “‘to enquire into and make recommendations on the recruitment, qualifications, training and promotion 
of local government officers.”’ After consultation with the President and Mr. W. H. Ansell, Chairman of the 
Board of Architectural Education, a Memorandum embodying the Institute’s views on these matters was 
agreed upon and forwarded to the Departmental Committee. 

The Work of the R.I.B.A.: Collaboration with Municipal and Government Officials —At the request of the 
President the Committee have considered this subject and a report is now being prepared for presentation to 
the President.

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[he Committee have met representativ es of the Surveyors’ Institution who have supplied figures showing 
the cost of various engineering services in relation to the total contract price for many types of modern build- 
ings. These figures have been considered with the representatives of the Association ‘of ‘Consulting Engineers 
with a view to arranging a basis of service and fees equitable to all parties; negotiations are still proceeding. 

(he Housing fees have also been reconsidered. 

\ proposal has been made by a new member of Committee that the Conditions of Engagement be deleted 
from the Scale or amended so as not to conflict with case law. A request has been sent to the Council for 
directions in view of their previous approval of these Conditions. 

[he Committee hope to submit further recommendations to the Council before the end of the Session. 


Report of the Thames Bridges Conference 


The report of Sir Leslie Scott, the Chairman of the Advisory Committee appointed by the L.C.C. to 
study the matter of Charing Cross Bridge and to present an agreed scheme, was carefully considered by the 
Conference, and Dr. Raymond Unwin, the representative of the R.I.B.A. on the Advisory Committee 
attended a special meeting and gave the members of the Conference a detailed explanation of the schemes 
referred to in the report. Upon the Advisory Committee being recalled to hear further evidence on one of 
the schemes submitted to them, a letter was sent to Sir Leslie Scott from the Conference indicating a method 
that had been outlined by Mr. Harley H. Dalrymple Hay, by which the cost of a temporary bridge and also 
delay of several years on the construction of the permanent bridge could be avoided. A reply was received 
stating that the Committee’s reference did not extend to the consideration of this matter and that the Chair- 
man considered it unnecessary to ask the L.C.C. to enlarge the terms of reference. 

The scheme for a new bridge at Charing Cross has now been suspended by the Government, and the 
L.C.C. has decided to rebuild Waterloo Bridge as a six line bridge. This decision is under consideration by 
the Conference with a view to getting it set aside, on the grounds that a wide bridge is not required and the 
outlay upon it not justified.

Town and Country Planning Bill.—This Bill has been fully discussed by the Committee at several meetings, 
and its progress closely watched in Parliament. The Committee are unanimous in their agreement that the 
amendments proposed by Standing Committee “A” of the House of Commons will render the Bill of no 
practical value to planning authorities, either in the re-planning of built areas or in the effective preservation 
of the countryside. A resolution to this effect was submitted to the Council with a recommendation that 
copies should be sent to the Chairman and members of Standing Committee “‘A.”’ 
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Memorandum on the Planning of Built-up Areas.—In view of the possibility of powers being given by Parliam nt 
to enable built-up areas to be re-planned, the Committee have undertaken the work of preparing a memo! in- 
dum as a guide to planning authorities in the preparation of schemes. ‘This memorandum will pay partic: Jar 
attention to those aspects of town planning and reconstruction in which Architects are interested. The C:.m- 
mittee are in communication with the Town Planning Institute and other Bodies with kindred interests, so + 'jat 
a comprehensive report may ultimately be prepared. The Committee are resolved to proceed with t):cir 
memorandum, even if the Town and Country Planning Bill is not passed by the present Parliament. 


Maldens and Coombe Town Planning Scheme.—The Committee have been in correspondence with the |v cal 
authority urging them to amend their Draft Scheme with a view to maintaining the Kingston Bypass (northern 
section) as a parkway, also to preserving as open spaces the Golf Courses of Malden, Coombe Hill and Cooibe 


Wood. The proposals of the Local Authorities are still under consideration by the Ministry of Health, but 
there is good reason to believe that adequate safeguards will be included in the scheme against damage to the 
amenities of the Richmond Park—-Wimbledon Common neighbourhood. 

Town Planning Exhibition —An exhibition of planning schemes was organised by the Committee and hield 
in the Institute Galleries for one week during last September. This was visited by a considerable number of 
people, including members of the British Association Conference then being held in London. The drawings 
included the whole of the British Section from the International Town Planning Exhibition recently held in 
Berlin, together with examples of work from America and the Colonies. 


Proposed Town Planning Conference.—Some consideration has been given to the advisability, or otherwise, 
of organising a conference; the Committee decided that this might be postponed until the next meeting in 
London of the International Federation of Housing and Town Planning. 

Control of Elevations.—It has been noted that there is a tendency for Local Authorities to seek powers to 
control the elevations of buildings without competent advice as recommended by the Ministry of Health. In 
order to safeguard the interest of architects, the Committee have communicated with architect and town 
planner members of Parliament asking them to watch any private Bills which include clauses giving power 


to control elevations without the help of an advisory Committee. 


Liaison with Slum Clearance Committee.—In order to avoid duplication of work, members have been ap- 
pointed to serve on the Slum Clearance Committee, thus releasing the Town Planning Committee for the 
consideration of wider problems connected with planning, without losing touch with the urgent problems 


of re-housing. 


The Finances of the Royal Institute 


It is satisfactory to be able to report that the financial position of the Royal Institute as shown by the 
ie Chartered Accountants has been well maintained during the past 


Statement of Accounts prepared by t 
year. 
In comparing the items of Expenditure and Income with those for previous years it must be borne in 
mind that the year under review is the first to be affected by the full operation of the Development Scheme con- 
sequent on the approval of the revised Bye-laws by the Privy Council. As anticipated this has involved increased 


expenditure on such items as Administration, JOURNAL and Aalendar, and Contributions to Allied Societies, 
while the income from Entrance Fees and Annual Subscriptions has substantially increased. 

The total income from all sources, including the gross income from advertisements, amounted to 
£45,372 8s. 4d.—being over £750 more than was estimated. The gross expenditure was £44,052 16s. 9d. 
Exceptional expenditure had to be incurred in the course of the year in connection with the passage of the 
Architects’ Registration Bill through Parliament, and the issue of the new agreed Conditions of Contract, 
thereby involving increased Administration costs. The desirable changes made towards the end of the year 
in the method of producing the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL increased the cost of publication and delivery. Had it 
not been for these additional charges—not anticipated when the Annual Budget was prepared—the realised 


surplus of £1,319 11s. 7d. would have been well over the amount estimated.

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uring the year negotiations with the City Corporation were satisfactorily completed, and the whole 
of the properties Nos. 9 and 10 Conduit Street in the possession of the Institute are now Freehold. 
ihe remaining properties on the site for the new premises in Portland Place—consisting of four houses in 
Weymouth Street—came into the possession of the Institute during the past year, and these have been let 
on short-term tenancies until such time as they are required for the commencement of rebuilding operations, 
\ scheme for the reduction of the subscriptions of those members residing overseas who are also members 
of the R.I.B.A. Overseas Allied Societies has been formulated, and came into operation on 1 January last. 
lhe rough estimate of Income and Expenditure for the current year attached to the Statement of 
Accounts has been under very careful consideration by the Finance and House Committee. It has been neces- 
sary to take into account a reduction in certain items of income due to the prolonged general financial depres- 
sion and all the items on the Expenditure side have been very carefully reviewed and economies effected 
wherever possible without unduly interfering with the Institute’s ever-increasing activities.

The Report of the Honorary Auditors 


Having examined the books and checked them with the Ordinary and Trust Fund Accounts and 
Vouchers for the year 1931, together with the share and scrip certificates and Bankers’ verifications, we find 
them to be in order and to agree with the Statement of Accounts prepared by the Chartered Accountants. 

In spite of general adverse conditions the year under review is satisfactory, the ordinary income having 
amounted to £45,372 8s. 4d., as compared with £41,727 8s. 2d. for the previous year. 

Increases have again occurred in subscriptions and contributions, entrance fees, examinations and other 
fees. 

The reopening of the Licentiate Class is responsible for an increase of income under this heading. 

The amount of subscriptions in arrear stands at over £1,900 os. od., which no doubt is again a reflection 
of the depressed state of general conditions. 

There is a slight decrease in the sale of publications. 

It is noted that the income from the advertisement account is down. In this connection we cannot 
help feeling that the particular and unique advantages of the JoURNAL as an advertising medium are not 
sufficiently appreciated. 

The ordinary expenditure for the year amounted to £44,052 16s. gd. Under the heading of Miscel- 
lancous Expenses it should be noted that the expenses of registration, which of necessity have been heavy, 
come under this category, though, of course, this is a non-recurring item. 

In addition, the Conditions of Contract Conference is another non-recurring expense which comes under 
this heading of Miscellaneous Expenditure in the year under review. 

Further, the Biennial Exhibition falling in this year accounts for an increase over 1930 under the heading 
of General Meetings and Conferences. 

During the year 1931 the Freehold of Nos. 9 and 10 Conduit Street has been acquired, which forms a 
valuable asset, increasing the capital value of the Conduit Street premises. 

Taking into account these items of Registration, Conditions of Contract Conference with additional 

administrative expenses, and so forth, it is most satisfactory to note that it is still possible to show a surplus 
of £1,319 115. 7d. 
With the largely widened activities of the Institute the Administrative Department have inevitably in- 
creased and expanded, and we must record our appreciation of the extremely high standard of efficiency in 
this direction as evidenced by the most excellent work on the staff side, particularly in view of the very difficult 
conditions, owing to inadequate accommodation, under which official work has to be carried out. 

We found the Accounts to be kept in a most lucid and satisfactory manner, and we have to thank the 
staff for the very courteous manner in which they have assisted us in our capacity of auditors.

WEST YORKSHIRE SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS 


The chair was taken by Mr. Norman Culley |/.], president. at a 
meeting of the above held in Leeds on 3 March, when a lecture on 
“Rational Architecture’ was given by Mr. Joseph Emberton [. 
who said that so far English architects had turned to tradition rather 
than to scientific thought for their inspiration. Traditional methods 
provided little help in the designing of steel or reinforced concrete 
structures. They had concerned themselves mainly with camoutflag- 
ing brick and stone structures with traditional ornament so that they 
might satisfy preconceived ideas as to what good architecture should 
look like. Little appreciation had been given to the intrinsic merits ol 
the structure. 

Modern methods and materials could not be used sufficiently 
such small units as cottages. Present-day housing. even under the

Numerous 
illustrations were shown emphasising the lecturer's ideas. 


Mr. (3. H. Foggitt [F.], in moving a vote of thanks, said that there 
was li doubt that in all the illustrations they had seen, there was 
exhibited a definite reason for their outstanding features which were 
the logical outcome of the use of modern materials. 

In seconding, Mr. R. A. Easdale [4.] said he was glad to see that 
Mr. Emberton regarded their old Gothic cathedrals as the last speci- 
mens of rational design, before the renaissance introduced features 
which had little relation to structure. Personally, he did not like the 
idea of communal dwellings, and did not think the English mind lent 
itself to suc h ideas. 

Mr. Norman Culley said that although the architecture of the 
buildines they had seen was founded on reason, many of them seemed 
to him to possess an aesthetic quality which had not been sufficiently 
emphasised by the lecturer. Messrs. F. Sunderland, B. R. Gribbon 
F.|, |. Addison [4.] and G. L. Broadbent [.4.] also spoke in support. 


BIRMINGHAM ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIATION 


The seventh general meeting of the Society was held at the As- 
sociation’s Rooms, Roval Society of Arts Buildings, on Friday, 
22 Januarv. The President, Mr. J. B. Surman | F.], was in the Chair, 
and Mr. John Swarbrick |F.] described the Modern Photogram- 
metric Methods of Assessing Compensation in Easement of Light 
Cases 

Mr. Swarbrick called attention to the early work of Professor 
Robert Kerr in 1865 in preparing sky projections, upon which he 
plotted the extent of the obstructions, under both the original and 
ultimate conditions. He called attention to the fact that plans of 
lighting conditions were not prepared until the time of Henri 
Maréchat, who, in 1894, published plans illustrating artificial light- 
ing conditions, by means of contour lines, in a book entitled 
LE wwe a Parts. He also stated that the use of Daylight Factors was 
first suggested by Mr. Alexander P. Trotter, the late Electrical Ad- 
viser to the Board of Trade, who found that internal lighting con- 
ditions could only be properly expressed as percentages of the ex- 
ternal illumination. owing to the constant changes of lighting con- 
ditions that take place throughout the day. After describing the use 
of the Rectangular and Radial Calculating Sheets, now used in Right 
of Light cases. he referred to the Limit of Inadequacy adopted in 
legal cases, and compared that with the minimum light permissible 
in new schools. Particulars were also given regarding the variations in 
illumination received both from the entire hemisphere of the sky, on 
sunless days, and from the sun itself, at various times of the year. Mr. 
Swarbrick finally described how the Photo-Theodolite, which he 
advised for dealing with Easement of Light cases, is being used, and 
called attention to the many advantages that it affords. Reference 
was made to the paper of Mr, A. C. Stevenson, read before the Inter- 
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national Illumination Congress last September. in which this instru- 
ment was fully described. Attention was also called to the fact that 
its use had been recommended in the R.1I.B.A. JouRNAL of the 
2oth June last, at the request of the R.I.B.A. Practice Committee, in 
cases of inaccessible, irregular or intricate sky lines. Explanations 
were given regarding the two types of grilles that may be placed over 
the photographs, for the purpose of obtaining the data required. In 
addition to the ordinary Co-ordinate grilles. representing angles of 
Azimuth and Altitude, attention was also called to the Davlight 
Factor grilles, which can be printed over photographs, and on which 
each space represents an equal unit of illumination, on either the 
horizontal or vertical plane, as the case may be. Grilles were ex- 
hibited for measuring light on both horizontal and vertical planes, in 
which the unit adopted was .0025 per cent. Daylight Factor. It was 
pointed out that if Daylight Factor grilles are used, it is not necessary 
to calculate the data on Calculating Sheets as hitherto. In such cases. 
it is only necessary to count up the number of units in the unob- 
structed area of the sky. When this number has been definitely ascer- 
tained, the result has only to be multiplied by .005 per cent. in order 
to ascertain the Sill Ratio. The fact that photographs, which are in- 
disputably accurate, can be produced in Court, with a grille super- 
imposed, and would enable either the Counsel or the Judge to cal- 
culate immediately the exact amount of light received trom the sky 
was obviously a remarkable achievement and an advance upon the 
old method, which necessitated the use of Calculating Sheets and 
technical procedure that were often difficult for the Court to follow. 
Photographs cannot misrepresent the facts, and the application of 
standard grilles is essentially a purely automatic operation that is 
equally favourable to all parties concerned. It was pointed out, in 
addition, that it is possible to print upon the Theodolite photographs, 
lines representing the apparent solar paths at various times of the 
year and also the hours of the day. This. in itself. is a considerable 
achievement, as the old geometrical method of indicating the solar 
paths for various aspects was an exceedingly tedious operation 
\ttention was called to the fact that it is now quite possible, when an 
Injunction is not desired, to obtain all the data required, by nreans of 
photogrammetrical records, obtained automatically by use of the 
Photo- Theodolite. Photographs of this kind can be taken. before the 
original buildings, constituting the servient tenement, have been 
abolished, and again, after a new building has been erected on the 
site of the original servient tenement. By means of these photographs, 
it is possible to plot upon the floor of rooms, the exact percentages of 
light enjoyed, under both the original and ultimate conditions, and 
to prove that the drawing is correct, by merely producing photo- 
graphs, the accuracy of which cannot be disputed. The photographs 
only take a few seconds to expose, whereas the preparation of the old 
geometrical projections occupied a considerable amount of time, and 
caused a proportionately greater expense. In some cases, the essential 
data could only be obtained after months of delay. The opinion was 
generally expressed, in the course of the subsequent discussion, that 
the modern photographic method would make it possible to proceed 
in an entirely different way, and much more economically than in 
the past, in dealing with cases of this kind.
